| MAIMED CHARTER 
LIMPS TO SENATE. 


Badly ‘Bruised Bill, but with 
“Vitals” Uninjured, Now 
Ready for Final 

Ordeal. 


NO REDISTRICTING IN IT. 


That Plan Held Up Till Politi- 
cians Agree; Primary Proj- 
ect Changed; Fight 
on Tax Levy. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) / 
Springfield, III., May 8-—[Special.)—In a 
much.amended form the Chicago charter bill 
is about ready to be reported into the senate 
tomorrow by the senate charter committee. 
It has a good many thumb prints of the poli- 
tiolan on it now, and it may have more be- 
fore it is completely in shape, but none of 
them are on any section which will affect 
vitally the purpose of the act, 

If the redistricting project is to figure in 
the bill as it is advanced in the senate some 
minor squabbies between politicians will 
have to be adjusted before tomorrow affer- 
noon, It is Senator Berry’s purpose to get it 
past a second reading then. 

The latest changes in the measure include 
the substitution of the present city primary 
for a modification of the state law which 
was in the bill as passed by the house. They 
also include sections increasing the present 
term of Mayor Buse for five years, or until 
1012, and the terms of aldermen elected In 
1906 to 1900. 


“Vitale” of the Bill Undisturbed. 


Democrats profess to believe that the re- 
publicans are trying to kill the charter and 
that they art endeavoring to do so by indi- 
rection, by loading it down with so many 
political amendments that it necessarily will 
provoke democratic opposition. 

The representatives of the charter conven- 
tion assert that no changes yet made affect 
any of the vital provisions of the bill, the 
“witals’”’ im their estimation being the pro- 
visions consolidating the park systems and 
increasing the revenue. 

An attack on them, however, came unex- 
pectedly in the house when the objections 
were made to advancing the fourth com- 
panion bill, a small measure repealing seo- 
tion 2 of the Juul law. 


Fight for City Tax Levy. 

It was close to midnight when Representa- 
tive Kittleman, chairman of the house char- 
ter committee, asked unanimous consent to 
advance this bill. Representative Browne 
immediately objected and endeavored to ex- 
plain that the 6 per cent limitation which the 
Juul law put to the city tax s Sr nee 
to prevent confiscation of property by 
cessive taxation, and that u ‘Sot . 
removed without danger. urtleff 
sent down to Attorney Frank L. Shepard, 
the tax expert of the charter convention, who 
is with the charter lobbyists, to ask how im- 
portant this bill was. 

I we don’t get it you might as well throw 
the rest of the charter away.“ Mr. Shepard 
sent back word. This is the whole charter. 
If it is not passed the revenue sections of the 
main bill fall down.“ 


Juul Law Wiped Out. 
Mr. Stepard also went to Mr. Browne and 


endeavored to explain to him that the repeal 


of the Juul law was absolutely necessary to 
the charter scheme and that it affected only 
Chicago. 

“I don’t care,” he said. “I am against 
your charter and I'll be against this bill 
anyway.“ 

Other democrats immediately developed a 
disposition not only to put the companion 
bill through but to widen its scope to repeal 
the entire Juul law instead of merely section 
2. Representatives Manny, Hearn, and Mc- 
Goorty, all democrats, spoke for it, and an 
amendment was introduced for the complete 
repeal of the law. 

The republicans sat back and allowed the 
democrats to conduct the fight. Sofar asthe 
effect of the law was concerned it was re- 
pealed by the repeal of section 2, but the 
down state democrats wanted the entire act 
wiped out, and the amendment offered for 
this purpose was adopted and the bill finally 
pent to third reading. 

With this understanding of the situation 
the house organization will force the bill 
through. 

Principal Changes in Bill. 

The principal changes in the charter bill, 
sum«arized,, are as follows: 

Education—Provides for the retirement of the 
entire present board of education and the appoint- 
ment of a new board of fifteen members. 

Civil service—Terms of commissioners increased 
to six years; exemptions from merit system to 
include one chief deputy in the office of controller, 
the commissioner of public works, the commis- 
sioner of health, the commissioner of buildings, and 
the city clerk in addition to such employ6s as han- 
dle large sume of money. 

Mayor—The term of the present mayor to be 
lengthened to five years to avoid the interference 
of municipal elections with the legislative sessions. 

Aldermen—The term of aldermen elected in 1906 
to be extended one year to make all terms expire in 
1908. 

Grant of power—Modified to meet down state ob- 
jections. 

Primary laws—The present city primary law sub- 
stituted for the state law. 

Riparian rights—Section stricken from bill. 

Wards—Provision made for fifty wards, but 
boundaries not yet included. 


Mayoralty Term a Problem. 


The advisability of making the changes 
which propose to extend the terms of the 
present mayor and half of the present city 
council fs a question, and while the sections 
containing the amendments have been writ- 
ten into the measure it is by no means a cer- 
tainty that they will remain there. 

Senator Berry says the committee had en- 
deavored to find a way in which the Chicago 
mayoralty election might be switched so as 
not to interfere with the legislature, adding 
that this was an insistent down state demand 
coming from men who were tired of having 
the work of the general assembly delayed 
for five weeks every time Chicago elected a 
mayor. 

Chicagoans suggested that instead of in- 
creasing Mayor Busse’s term to five years 
from four provision be made to increase the 
term following his to five or to decrease it 
to three. By adopting either suggestion the 
committee would throw the Chicago elec- 
tions into the even number years, and thus 
avoid all the legislative sessions except that 
which will be held in 1911 when Mr. Busse’s 
term of office expires.

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GOT A LOCOMOTIVE? IT’S JUNK 


English Inventor Has Car That 
Runs on One Rail. 


BRITAIN IS BUILDING A LINE 


Train Can Run 150 Miles an Hour; 
Cross Rivers on a Wire. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE,.]. 

LONDON, May 9, 8 a. m.—The working 
model of a new style railway car and motor, 
running on a single rail, was exhibited last 
night to the leaders of the scientific world at 
the Royal society. 

The new railroad, it is declared, will revo- 
lutionize the railroad system of the world. 
It is declared to be the greatest invention of 
the present age. 

Nothing that ever has been presented to 
the Royal society, which usually receives the 
first announcement of scientific discoveries 
in Great Britain, which aroused such en- 
thusiasm as last night’s demonstration. The 
great assembly remained until long after 
midnight watching a marvelous vehicle cir- 
cling about the hall. 


Strangest Car Ever Seen. 

What they saw was this: A miniature rafl- 
way car or locomotive standing entirely 
above a single rail, with apparently nothing 
to balance it, ran about the hall, turned 
sharp corners at high speed, crossed a single 
strand of wire cable in Meu of a’ bridge, 
climbed heavy inclines—all with perfect sta- 
bility. 3 

Sometimes the car was loaded, sometimes 
empty. No attempt was made to balance 
the load. The vehicle itself did that in- 
stantly and automatically. Every attempt to 
unbalance it resulted in a paradox. If the 
load was piled up all on one side it seemed in- 
evitable that the vehicle would sag, if, in- 
deed, it did not topple over. But the over- 
loaded side automatically rose in proportion 
to the burden as the empty side was de- 
pressed. To the uninitiated the thing was 
uncanny. 

The creator of this new system of locomo- 
tion is Louls Brennan, C. B., the well known 
inventor of the Brennan torpedo. He told 
his audience briefly tonight about his long 
search for an ideal method of traction, and 
his success in finding it. He began study- 
ing the problem nearly thirty years ago. How 
to reduce friction was his chief task. It is 
well known that only about 12 per cent of the 
power generated by a locomotive is actually 
used in drawing a train. 

Only a Gyroscope Toy. 

Early in his investigations Mr. Brennan 
began. experimenting wtih the gyroscope— 
in other words, he began to study the ordi- 
nary spinning top with which any school- 
boy is familiar. The principle of the spin- 
ning top is the secret of the seeming miracle 
of his new railroad which he showed last 
evening. : 

The inventor’s own description of the re- 
sult of his labors is simple enough for any 
one's comprehension. He said: 

“The characteristic feature of this system 
of transportation is that each vehicle is capa- 
ble of maintaining its balance upon an ordi- 
nary fail laid upon ties on the ground, wheth- 
er it be standing still or moving in either 
direction at any rate of speed, notwithstand- 
ing the center of gravity is several feet above 


the rail and the wind pressure, a shifting 
load, centrifugal action, or any combination 
of these forces may tend to upset it. 

“Automatic stability mechanism of ex- 
treme simplicity, carried by the vehicle it- 
self, endows it with this power. The mech- 
anism consists essentially of two fiywheels 
rotated directly by electric motors in oppo- 
site directions at a high velocity, mounted 
so that by their gyrostatic action their stored 
up energy can be utilized. These flywheels 
mounted on high class bearings are placed in 
air exhausted cases, so both air and journal 
friction is reduced to a minimum, conse- 
quently the power required to keep them in 
rapid motion is extremely small. 


Can Round Sharp Curves. 


“The wheels are placed in a single row 
beneath the center of the car and are carried 
on bogies or compound bogies, which are not 
only pivoted to provide for horizontal curves 
in the track but for vertical ones also. By 
this means the cars can run upon curves 
even of less radius than the length of the 
vehicle itself, or on crooked rails, or on rails 
laid over uneven ground without danger of 
derailment. 

„The motive power may be either steam, 
petrol, oil, gas, or electricity, as considered 
most suitable for local conditions. In the 
first instance, however, it had been decided to 
use petrol and an electric generating set car- 
ried by the vehicle itself to supply the cur- 
rent to the motor’s stability mechanism. 


Cars Twelve Feet Wide. 


Everything points to great economy re- 
sulting from making the cars wider in pro- 
portion to their length than on ordinary 
railways. Therefore it has been decided to 
make an experimental wagon twelve feet 
wide. For civil work in the colonies the ve- 
hicles probably will be two or three times as 
wide if not more. Brakes capable of being 
operated by pneumatic or manual power are 
provided for all wheels. 

The rail only requires to be of the same 
weight as one of the rails of an ordinary line 
in order to carry the same load on the same 
number of wheels in each case. The ties 
also only require to be one-half the usual 
length. 

“The bridges would be of the simplest 
possible construction, a single wire hawser 
stretched across a ravine or river being all 
that is necessary for temporary work. 
Strange to say, the lateral swaying of the 
hawser does not disturb the balance of the 
cars, and the strongest winds will fail to 
blow them off. In other cases for bridge 
building a single row of piles with the rail on 
top suffices, or a single girder Carrying the 
rail may be conveniently used. 

“The speed can be from twice to thrice 
that of ordinary railways, owing to the 
smoothness in running and the total ab- 
sence of lateral oscillation.” 


England Building a Line. 


Two or three years ago Mr. Brennan's ex- 
periments had attained such a degree of suc- 
cess that they attracted the attention of the 
war department, and the government has 
paid tae larger share of the expense of the 
later development. The government has 
voted $25,000 for the construction of a full 
sized car. The war department will construct 
the necessary rail upon government land at 
Chatham, near the inventor's home. 

The present model, which is upon the scale 
of one-eighth, has been privately examined 
and tested during the last few weeks by the 
most eminent Engtish experts, and their re- 
ports to the government have been uniformly 
eulogistic. Some months must, of course, 
elapse before the line is equipped for a car 
of much larger dimensions than the ordinary 
railway carriage. Mr. Brennan's confident 


dream is a transcontinental line, furnished 


with a traveling hotel, with rooms fifteen to 
twenty feet wide, that will carry passengers 
in perfect comfort and safety at a speed of 
120 to 150 miles an hour. 


BIG VESSEL RUNS AGROUND 


| Baltic of White Star Line Is Held 


Near Sandy Hook. 


SITUATION MAY BE SERIOUS, 


Fact That Ship Is Light Points to Diffi- 
culty in Floating It. 


New York, May 9, 1 a. m;—[Special.]—The 
big steamer Baltic of the White Star line, 
which passed Sandy Hook outbound at 4:50 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, ran aground in 
a thick fog at the outer edge of Swash chan- 
nel, and tugs have been sent to its assistance. 

On account of the longshoremen’s strike 
the vessel sailed almost light, drawing only 
81 feet of water, and as it struck at high tide 
it is feared the work of floating it may not 
be easily accomplished. 


Passenger List Heavy.

000 tons. A special feature is its Turkish 
baths, which are as complete and well 
equipped as the best ashore. Altogether the 
Adriatic can carry 3,000 persons, including

IS FEARED BY UNION HEADS. 


Business Agents Report That Many 
Buildings Are Tied Up by Saturday 


With several thousand workers already on 
strike union officials yesterday expressed the 
fear that the Saturday payday controversy, 
which has tied up hundreds of buildings in 
Chicago, may grow to extensive proportions. 
Reports to this effect were made in the 
morning at the meeting of the board of busi- 
ness agents of the Associated Building

had refused to comply with the demands of 
the men.

|SCHOOL BODY UP NEXT. 


|This Lies with Mayor, Who Is 


Likely Soon to Take Sum- 
mary Action. 


Several varieties of “ shakeup are sched- 
uled for the near future in the city hall. The 


| ¢ivil service commission will take a lead in 


the work, and, in certain phases of the un- 
dertaking, the mayor will have a hand. 
The first matter will be an investigation 


into the collection of campaign assesaments 
| from ¢ivil service employés—other than the 
| police force, where the matter already has 
| been exposed. This matter of assessments 
grew to unprecedented lengths during the 
Dunne régime. 


The responsible heads of 
bureaus who managed these collections will 
be singled out for discipline. 

A reorganization of the board of local im- 
provements was determined on some time 
ago. . Now it is likely that the same treat- 
ment will be administered the school board 
by the mayor. This last stép will be in obedi- 
ence to a well defined public sentiment. 


Calls Attention to Violations. 


The matter of widening the inquiry into 
political assessments upon civil service em- 
plovés was brought up yesterday hy the 


; Citizens’ association, which sent a letter to 
the civil service commission in which these 


statements were made: | 

“On behalf of the Citizens’ association we 
éesire to call your attention to the recent out- 
rageous violation of the civil service law by 


the levying of campaign assessments upon 
| employés of the city of Chicago. 


“As vour honorable. body has, up to this 


time, taken no official cognizance of this mat- 
ter, except in relation to the police depart- 


ment, and there is reason to believe that em- 
ployés in most, if not all, of the other de- 


4 partments of the city government were as- 


ssed for political purposes in the last may- 
alty campaign, the Citizens’ association re- 
spectfully requests that your honorable body 


| institute a general investigation with a view 


to punishing those persons and especially 
those in the city’s service who may have been 
conterned in soliciting contributions for po- 
litical purposes from city employés. 

“The Citizens’ association has evidence 
that a number of inspectors connected with 
the building department were solicited to 
conntribute and did contribute for political 
purposes during the recent campaign. This 
evidence we will be glad to present.” 

The letter was signed by Hugene N. Pruss- 
ing, president of the Citizens’ agsociation, 
and by Shelby M. Singleton, its secretary. 


Begin Work This Afternoon. 


Within an hour after the receipt of the 
letter the civil service commission went into 
executive session, with the result that Pres- 
ident Elton Lower announced that a special 
meeting will be held at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon to take up the matter, and also to con- 
sider the reopening of the police investiga- 
tion, if a report being formulated by Civil 
Service Attorney Frank Hamlin can be fin- 
ished in time. ; 

The collection of political assessments is a 
habit that Mayor Busse intends to stop. He 
is too old a politician to object to political 
contributions by péople whose financial cir- 
cumstances are such rd “4 ju — . 3 
sending checks for politica paigna, an 
eee can be truthfully de- 
scribed as voluntary.“ But to force money 
from city employés working on a small sal- 
arty; who only give up under fear of losing 
their jobs, he looks at as something closely 
approaching highway robbery. ‘ 

“The best you can say for It, remarked 
one ot the mayor's closest friends, “is to 
call it petty larceny.” 

Two Heads Under Scrutiny. 

The men who are expected to be most se- 
riously nit by the expected inquiry are Supt. 
Nourse of the water department and Supt. 
Doherty of the street department. Already 
evidence is being collected tending to show 
that political assessments were collected on 
these departments in the Dunne administra- 
tion. 

It also is well known that the same thing 
was done in the health department. Com- 
missioner Whalen is out of office, however, 
and the evidence so far obtained is not enough 
to prove whether any employés of the depart- 
ment under civil service rule had a hand in 
collecting the money. . 

How far the law was violated in other de- 
partments is largely a matter of conjecture. 
The fact that it was proved that Commis- 
sioner of Public Works O'Connell received 
part of the money which was collected from 
patrolmen naturally leads to the suspicion 
that other branches of his department than 
water and streets also were mulcted. 


School Board in Mayor’s Hands. 


As to the schoo) board, that 18, of course, 
a matter for the mayor himself and not one 
of civil service. In the last campaign the 
school board was one of the main political 
issues. This wae due partly to the actions 
of certain members of the board when they 
insisted on being the spokesmen for the 
Dunne candidacy and took the center of the 
etage in the entire political fight. More se 
rious than thia, however, wae the charge 
made against the Dunne administration 
that it had subordinated the interests of the 
schools of Chicago to political considera- 
tions and appointed a board which was 
either incapable or unwilling to do its work. 

As the board made itself a political iseue, 
Mayor Busse, it is reported, sees no good 
reason why, being defeated by the people, 
it should not share the fate of all unsuccese- 
ful candidates for office and retire when the 
popular vote is recorded against it. He has 
been told by Corporation Counsel Brundage 
that, under the law, he cam remove the en- 
tire board. Hig inclination ie to name trustees 
who will attend to the business of running 
the schools and let politics alone. 


Change in Methods Seen. 


The civil service board heard five police 
cases yesterday in record time. It was the 
firet formal police hearing since the new 
board’s appointment, and it was sufficient to 
suggest a change in methods. 

The witnesses were heard in the commis- 
gioners’ office instead of in the big room of 
the election commissioners across the hall. 
It was understood by lawyers that no un- 
necessary words were to be wasted, nor un- 
necessary witnesses heard. : 

The commissioners believe time will be 
saved and that the police and fire depart- 
ments will be subjected to less embarracs- 
ment if the commissioners go to convenient 
police stations. 

The most serious of the cases before the 
commission was dismissed. It was that of 
Patrolman Herbert J. Allen of the Hudson 
avenue station, who was charged with a 
serious offense by Elizabeth Scheffler, 15 
years old, 1816 Byron street. The evidence of 
a physician, and the fact that the girl's 
mother has been an inmate of an asylum sev- 
eral years, resulted in the dismiseal. Patrol- 
man Joseph F. McLaughlin, accused of kiss- 
ing the girl, also was discharged. 

Jeremiah Bowers, a subpatrol wagon driver, 
concerned with some crap shooting negroes 
at Sixty-third street and Madison avenue, 
where shots were exchanged, was fined three 
days’ pay. Bowers was fined §75 in the Engle- 
wood Municipal court. 

James Sullivan, a blacksmith’s helper em- 
ployed in the construction department, was 
discharged for habitual drunkenness. 

The case of Patrolman George W. Graham 
of the Central station, accused of kicking 
a prisoner, was continued until Wednesday. 

Collins Now Out Entirely. 

Former Chief of Police Collins was con- 
signed formally to the Down and Out club” 
by President Lower in the words: 

“ We have decided that John M. Collins has 
no standing before this commission as a 
member or official of the department. His 
reinstatement at present is a matter that lies 
entirely between him and Chief Shippy, and 
will not come to us unless Chief Shippy re- 


instates him as @ tens peal to our ap- : 


proval.“ 


The civil service commission yesterday 
wrote a letter to Health Commissioner Evans 
stating that Charles B. Ball is legally en- 
titled to the place of chief sanitary inspector, 
and that Perry L. Hedrick is out—no matter 
what may be the result of the charges of 
taking a bribe now pending against him. Dr. 
Evans is expected to put Mr. Ball at work 
SO soon as he may call for it. He was certi- 
fled by the commission last night. 

This action of the commission was based 
on a decision of the Appellate court revers- 
ing the holding of Judge Hanecy, who issued 
@ writ of mandamus ordering the old com- 
mission to certify Hedrick for the place. On 
Jan. 12, 1004, an examination was held for 
this position, which was purposely made open 
for all experts. 

At this examination Mr. Ball,who had made 
a reputation in this clase of work in New 
York and Washington, passed at the head. 
Hedrick was second. George Johnson and 
Thomas Ainge,.residents of Michigan, also 
passed. Hedrick attacked,the examination 
in the courts on the ground that Ball, John- 
son, and Ainge were not residents of Chica- 
go, and Judge Hanecy sustained him. But 
the Appéllate court a week ago reversed this 
decision, holding the place was an employ- 
ment, not an office, and that the examination 
‘was open to all citizens of the United States. 

The bribery case against Hedrick was con- 
tinued by Judge Fake until next Tuesday.

PF. L. Touhy, Philip Bualfer, and L. E. 
Burnett Are Found Guilty of Sys-

One of the most persistent and systématic 
“confidence” gangs that ever operated in 
Chicago was broken up yesterday, for a few 
years at least, when Patrick L. Touhy, Philip 
Bulfer, L. E. Burnett, and J. C. Daubach 
were found guilty of obtaining money under 
false pretenses by & jury in Judge Bali's 
court. a * 


of the Chicago Mercantile and Reporting 
agency, with offices at 171 Washington street. 
It was a fake employment agency witha 
side line of swindling by means of getting 
contracts on the carbon paper game. Bulfer, 
Touhy, and Burnett were sentenced to the 
penitentiary, while Daubach, who was only a 
clerk, was fined $250. The sentencein prison 
is from one to five years. 


Triumph for Wooldridge. 

The conviction was a triumph for De- 
tective Sergeant Clifton R. Wooldridge, who 
has followed the men for years The raid 
which resulted in the present trial was made 
by Wooldridge and hie men on Feb. 11, 1908. 
Bulfer is a former constable, while Touhy 
was at ome time a resident of Rogers Park, 
where he mixed up in politics and served as 
trustee on the school board. 

The victims were all men and women of 
the poorer classes, mostly small shopkeepers. 
Burnett, according to the witnesses’ story, 
was the smooth man. Bulfer and Touhy sat 
im the office and raked in the profits. 


Gets Signatures of Merchants. 

Burnett’s method was to call on a store- 
keeper in the outer parts of the city and 
ask if is firm, the Chicago Mercantile 
and Reporting agency, could not take over 
a few uncollected bills for the shopkeeper 
at a small commission. Obtaining consent, 
Burnett produced a blank book and asked 
the shopkeeper to sign his name to one of 
the pages to complete the contract.“ 

The next the storekeeper heard was to 
receive a bill for $20 from the Chicago Mer- 
cantile and Reporting agency. Asking what 
it was for, they were shown a contract with 
the victim’s signature attached, in which 
contract the shopkeeper had agreed to pay 
the company $20 for services performed. Oo- 
casionally Touhy and Bulfer would start suit 
without sending any bill. If the victim 
was not fast enough in his payments a levy 
would be made. 

The “employment” part of the agency 
was a fantasy. Men and women who ap- 
plied for jobs were required to deposit $2 
or $8, and sent to places where no help was 
needed day after day. 


SHIPPY ENLISTS POLICEMEN 
IN EFFORTS TO CLEAN CITY. 


Orders All Patrolmen to Keep Refuse 
from Streets and Sidewalks and 
Prosecute Violations. 


Chief Shippy joined the movement for a 
“cleaner Chicago” last night by issuing a 
special order mustering every policeman in 
Chicago into the service. The chief will 
hold each poMceman responsible for the ter- 
ritory in which he travels. 

The chief said policemen could doa great 
deal toward keeping clean sidewalks and 
streets. It was made plain that it is the 
duty of policemen to arrest violators. Per- 
sons throwing papers, waste, or sweepings 
into the streets are guilty of an offense 
punishable by fine. Instructions were given 
to warn storekeepers and others to cease 
throwing empty boxes, refuse, or waste of 
any kind into the streets, and to warn occu- 
pants of buildings to provide receptacles for 
ashes to be placed at the rear of the lot. 

For the first offense an offender is to receive 
a warning. His name ig then kept on a list. 
Persons guilty of a second offense are to be 
arrested and prosecuted without further 
warning. 

Residents of the territory bounded by Fif- 
ty-fifth and Sixty-third streets and Michigan 
and South Park avenues wao litter streets, 
alleys, and vacant lots with paper, tin cans, 
and other refuse, will be prosecuted, accord- 
ing to a promise made by Freeman F. Gross 
immediately upon accepting the presidency 
of the newly organized Charlevoix Improve- 
ment association.

Actual work on the lake front parkway 


‘project authorized by the legislature was 


begun yesterday by the board of south park 
commissioners. The prospect is that the 
preliminary surveys and negotiations will 
be completed by the end of the summer, when 
it will Re possible to begin making land along 
the lake shore from Grant to Jackson park. 
The steps taken by the board during the 
day were: , 

President Foreman and Supt. Foster were directed 
to make a complete survey of the strip of sub- 
merged land which will be converted into the pro- 
posed parkway. 

They were also directed to investigate the value 
of the riparian rights held by the Illinois Centra! 
and other shore owners as a basis for the purchase 
negotiations. 

The Commercial club was invited to appoint a 
committee to advise with the board in the prosecu- 
tion of the work. 


Preliminary Investigation Now. 


The board met in the office of President 
Foreman, 108 Dearborn street, for the spe- 
cial purpose of considering the lake front 
park extension. After a full discussion of 
the plans it was decided to institute the pre- 
liminary investigations at once so that when 
the enabling law goes into effect on July 1 
the plans will be far advanced. 

The survey of the submerged lands will 
be carried out by the corps of engineers at 
present employed by the board in supervis- 
ing the creation of Grant park. Soun

Boulevard Link Project. 


The boulevard link project will be taken 
under consideration as soon as the enabling 
act is signed by the governor. In connec- 
tion with this plan the Commercial] club com- 
mittee in the afternoon gave out this ex- 
planation: 

Some objection was raised at the last 
moment to the boulevard connection bills by 
some property owners in Michigan avenue, 
between Randolph street and the river, al- 
though other property owners of that same 
section were back of the meagute. Some of 
the objections have been based upon a mis- 
apprehension. From time to time there has 
appeared in the Chicago newspapers a pic- 
ture of an elevated boulevard structure 
down Michigan avenue from Randolph street. 
Neither this nor any other plan has been 
adopted. About fifteen possible routes have 
been devised by Mr. Burnham, one of which 
must ultimately be selected. The bills passed 
do not select any one specific route. They 
simply clear the way so that the people of 
Chicago have the legal right later on to pro- 
ceed with this improvement, through the 
city council and the park boards, if the people 
decide so to do. ’ 

“If any way is selected which injures the 
adjacent property the persons injured can 
secure legal damages.

For the purposes of such election and thereafter 
until changed according to law the city shall be 
divided into fifty wards and one alderman shall 
be elected from each ward.

The legislative powers of the city council shall be 
further subject to all existing laws of the state not 
rendered ino tive by this charter, and to all gen- 
eral laws hereafter enacted by the general assem- 
bly, in conformity with and subject to the constitu- 
tion, but no general statute hereafter enacted rela- 
tive to the government of the affaire of the cities 
of the state or of cities containing a stated number 
of inhabitants and over or allowing the formation 
of new municipal corporations in any pert of the 
state shall, in the absence of an express declaration 
of legislative action to the contrary, be construed 
as applying to or operative within the city of Chi- 
cago. 

McKenzie’s Plan Killed. 

Senator McKenszie’s restriction resoiution 
to limit Chicago’s representation in the legis- 
lature to nineteen senators and fifty-seven 
representatives was killed in the senate in 
fhe morning. Senator McKenzie made a fight 
for it, although he announced in advance 
that he knew it was useless.

SUPREME COURT CENSURED. 


House Committee on Judicial Depart- 
ment Resents Interference“ 
with Making of Laws. 


Springfield, III., May 8.—Assertions that 
the Supreme court was interfering with leg- 
islation were made beforethe house commit- 
tee on judicial department and practice to- 
day. This interference, it was asserted, took 
the form of lobbying against certain billes.

II., May 8.—[Special, Senator 
John Humphrey has disturbed the backers 
of the pure food bill considerably. 
journed the senate judiciary committee to- 
day without reporting out this measure, al- 
though the motion to do so was pending. 
The bill, which has been passed by the house, 
was amended in committee to take out some 
of the democratic changes made last week, 
wheh the minority secured temporary con- 
trol of the house, but it remained in Mr. 
Humphrey's possession. 

It is — Fat along towards the time when 
bills are apt to miss the train, and be left 
on the station platform. The pure food meas- 
ure has two days’ leeway, but if nothing be 
done by the senate committee tomorrow or 
friday it will be among those unavoidably 
left behind. f 

What disturbs the backers of the bill is 
the recollection that two years ago the same 
bill was killed in the same manner and by 
the same senator. As chairman of the ju- 
diciary committee then he got possession of 
the bill at the last moment, and it never re- 


appeared.. 

What still further disturbs them is the 
recollection that four years ago practically 
the same thing happened. It seems to be 
the habit of the pure food bill to get lost in 
the last week of the session. 


Governor Fights for Bill. 


It was with difficulty that the committee 
was prevented from adjourning this after- 
noon before it had considered the bill at 
all. This was done by Senator Dunlap, and 
the measure was taken up. There is no ob- 
jection to what the committee did to it in 
making the changes, and the pure food de- 
partment would accept the bill as it stands. 

Gov. Deneen is backing up the pure food 
department in its efforts to secure the legis- 
lation, and has gone to the extent of saying 
that failure to pass this one bill would give 
abundant reason for a special session. 

Such an act is considered a necessity, be- 
cause of the enactment of the federal pure 
food law which, if not supplemented by the 
passage of an Illinois bill, would throw the 
state open to all products manufactured in 
the state and barred from interstate com- 
merce by federal law. 

For this reason, @nless the legislature can 
be prevailed on to pass the bill, the situation 
in the state will be worse than if there had 
been no federal enactment. , 

Senator Humphrey has promised to report 
the bill out of his committee tomorrow, which 
will give it sufficient time, although its back- 
ers would have been much better satisfied 
if it could have gone out today. Mr. Hum- 
phrey also says he did not hear the protests 
which were made in committee against ad- 
journing without reporting the bill out. 


Changes Made by Committee. 


If a majority of the committee could have 
controlled its action the bill would have 
come outo today. In revising the bill as it 


was passed by the house the senate commit- 8 


tee has taken out some of the declarations 
of standards which the democrats put in, 
but has left those dealing with milk, cream, 
maple sugar, honey, black pepper, lemon. 
orange and vanilla extract, olive ofl, and 
all vinegars. Other standards are to be fixed 
by the United States pharmacopeceia or the 
United States dispensatory. Where not fixed 
either by tae bill or by the federal authori- 
tles, they are to be determined by the state 
food commissicn. 

The senate committee also struck out the 
two sections prohibiting the coloring and 
fumigating of grain and the sale of it, this 
being done because of protests made by 
grain raisers demanding the right to treat 
their grain when necessary to keep it from 
spoiling, and to sell it, properly labelled. It 
also struck out the provision requiring taat 
packages of food products, when prepured 
for transportation, must be wrapped so as 


to keep the contents in a safe and sanitary 
condition.

The original 
bill contained a primary law providing fo 
nominations by 85 per cent pluralities. The 
house, when it passed the bill, had taken this 
out and had substituted the provisions of the 
state primary law so far as they could be 
applied to municipalities.

Tariff Vital Issue in East. 


Few people outside of New England have 
the slightest coneeption of the importance of 
the tariff issue, as it ip now being viewed by 
the substantial republicans of Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, and Massachusetts. Tariff 
revision meant something here. It is not 
mere talk. In many cases it ia the dominant 
issue in local politics. It cannot be die- 
guised. It must be met, 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, who is a 
pronounced standpatter, has not fairly 
represented the sentiment of his own com- 
munity. He was personally responsible for 
the adoption of the ext®aordinary plank in 
the last republican natlonaf platform which 
apparently pledged the party to maintain the 
existing tariff schedules as long as possible. 


1 The mase of republicans in Massachusetts 


today favor, first of all, some kind of a 
reciprocity agreement, particularly with 
Canada, and then they are committed to a 
general revision of the Dingley tariff sched- 
ules. 

There is no state in the union where the 
tariff issue has cropped up so persistently 
in republican state conventions as here in 
Massachusetts. The present governor is an 
open advocate of the revisiin of the tariff 
and the broadest kind of reciprocity. New 
England mefchants and manufacturers dis- 
covered a long time ago that they would 
have to increase their foreign market, as 
well as the domestic one, if they hoped to 
maintain the financial prosperity of this 
section Wit the country. 


Trade Losses Work Conversion. 


They saw the shoe trade drift away from 
New England to Chicago, and they witnessed 
the building up of cotton milla in the south- 
ern states within easy reach of the raw ma- 
terial. The necessity of free coal from Nova 
Scotia and the desire for free hides as raw 
material of the shoe industry has converted 
New England. It is no longer the home of 
the blind protective tariff theory. It repre- 
sents today the most active tariff revision 
movement in the country, and it is a move- 
ment which must be reckoned with in the 
near future. 

There have been great facial changes in 
New Ungland within the present generation. 
The old Yankee stock has spread iteelf out 
over the whole of the northern west. Large 
sections of Maine and New Hampshire have 
been fairly depopulated by the movement 
of the sturdy New England stock toward the 
far west. In place of these people there has 
come in @ great ocean of foreigners. First 
there were Irish, who still control the demo- 
cratic politicos of’ Boston. Of recent years 
have arrived thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of Italians. They have taken posses- 
sion of certain sections of Boston and of 
Providence, and are rapidly driving out the 
native American stock from the mill cities 
of New England. 

Coupled with these people there gre the 
Canadians. Some of them are French by an- 
cestry,. and some of them are clearly Anglo- 
Saxon. All of them become good American 
citizens. . They are all intelligent, and they 
all maintain a strong desire to keep up their 
connection with relatives in Canada. The 
Canadian contingent in New England is re- 
sponsible for the reciprocity feeling to a large 
extent. If a reciprocity law or treaty could 
be arranged which would give us more inti- 
mate commercial relations with Canada the 
tariff revision sentiment in New England 
would largely be satisfied. 


Revision Is Demanded. 


Tt te evident, however, that from being the 
most American section of the country, New 
England is becoming the most foreign. It 
is insisting on better trade relations with 
all the world, particularly with Canada, and 
this free trade sentiment is practically cer- 
tain to make itself evident in the next re- 
publican convention. 

This feeling for tariff revision in New Eng- 
land, the old home of protection, is so strong 
that the people here talk of Gov. Cummins 
of Iowa as a more likely candidate for the 
presidency than Secretary Taft himself, be- 
cause Cummins is identified with the tariff 
revision movement and Taft is not, although 
he is privately supposed to favor it.

FRENCH STEAMER WRECKED; 
100 LIVES MAY BE LOST. 


Panic on Board the Poitou When It 
Goes to Pieces Off Coast of Uru- 
guay. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, May §.—The 
French steamer Poitow from arseilies, 
April 6, for thie port has been wrecked off 
San Jose Ignacio, on the coast of Uruguay. 
The steamer ie understood to have had 300 
passengers, of whom 200 have been rescued 
and are on their way to this eity. The cas- 
ualty ist has been reported at 100, but this 
has hot been corroborated, 

Panic started on board the vessel When it 
grounded and a number of terror stricken 
people jumped overboard.

TOO MUCH ZEAL. 

The opponents of municipal ownership 
are making a mistake in establishing a 
bureau and sending out for insertion In 
public prints proofsheets of magazine 
and other articles prepared by mercena- 
ries. 

The cause is one that can well take care 
of itself. In most Amexican cities mu- 
nicipal ownership ig not desirable simply 
because the average municipal] government 
is not competent to take charge of further 
utilities than those already intrusted to 
its hands. That is a matter for the peo- 
ple of Chicago to take care of, as far 
as this city is concerned. 

As soon as it becomes known that the 
public utilities corporations have organ- 
iged a press bureau, and are sending out, 
so-called ammunition to the newspa- 
pers, and are, perhaps, subsidizing some 
of the smaller sheets to oppose the own- 
ership of public utilities by municipalities, 
they will excite grave public suspicion. 
The popular impression wil] be that if 
they have money to spend for that pur- 


pose, manifestly they are making too much 


money, and that the excess ought to be 
devoted to other purposes. 

The people should be left free to man- 
age their own business in their own way, 
and decide for themselves whether they 
wish to take over public utilities or not. 
Tus Tsun does not believe that Chi- 
cago is now prepared to take charge of 
any more public utilities than it has al- 
ready, but it is another matter to say that 
the people will never be ready to take 
them over, or that they need instruction 
from any central organized bureau of 
mercenaries in New York or elsewhere. 
When the police force is in good shape, 
the water works what they ought to be, 
and the sewers and streets in decent con- 
dition we may begin to consider seriously 
the taking over of other public utilities. 


THE IRISH BILL. 

Mr. Arthur Balfour, the leader of the 
opposition in the house of commons, can 
find no redeeming features in the Irish bill 
which has been introduced by the govern- 
ment. He characterizes it as unfair, pre- 
posterous, unworkable. His party is in a 
hopeless minority in the house, and if the 
bill shall receive the support of the Irish 
members its passage by a great majority 
cannot be prevented. There will remain, 
however, the house of lords to be dealt 
witb. There the liberals are in the minor- 
ity. The uncompromising tone assumed 
by Mr. Balfour is an indication that after 
the bill shall have passed into the hands of 
the peers it wil) be worse treated than 
was the educacion bill, which was so much 
mutilated that the government had to 
abandon it. 

The measure which Mr. Balfour de- 
nounces is far from giving what the Irish 
mean when they talk of home rule, or 
what Americans have in mind when they 
speak of local self-government. The coun- 
cil, partly elective and partly appointive, 
which it is proposed to create will have no 
taxing power. It will be an administra- 
tive body, but there are several important 
departments of government which will 
not be intrusted to it, and measures which 
may be passed by the council relating to 
departments it is to contro! can be vetoed 
by the representative of the imperial gov- 
ernment. 

It is easy to see why the Irish people do 
not welcome with cheers a measure which 
falls so far short of their just expecta- 
tions. But it contemplates giving them 
a little more self-government than they 
have now and a better opportunity to 
show their ability to regulate their own 
affairs wisely. The council will take the 
place of a number of government boards 
which are not responsible to the Irish 
people and are but little influenced by 
their wishes. 

The essence of practical politics is to 
take what one can get, and when opportuni- 
ty offers ask for a little more. If the 
Irish in Ireland are as good politicians as 
Irishmen elsewhere they will not reject 
the government bil] because it does noi go 
far enough. On the other hand, the 
greater the degree of willingness o accept 
it displayed by the Irish people the greater 
wil) be the unwillingness of the house of 
lords to let them have it. 


THE NEW THIRST. 

Further evidences of the diffusing spirit 
of good in the present municipal adminis 
tration have been afforded by the Liquor 
Dealers’ association, which gives its an- 
nual banquet tonight. Not coiitent with 
the usual order of proceedings, the ban- 
queters have invited five citizens, “ prom- 
ment and representative,“ to address 
them not only on general measures of 
municipal reform but specifically for the 
elevation of their business and for their 
promotion as “desirable citizens.“ 

This, indeed, is a cheering and remark- 
able illustration of the rapid advance of 
“Chicago beautiful,’ an inspiring sign of 
the times, and an earnest of the renais- 
sance of virtue. Heretofore the re'ations 
of saloonkeepers with prominent citi 
zens have been in the way of instruction 
and the issuance of orders. The saloon- 
keeper has arrogated to himself the pos- 
session of the dictating power and has 
busied himself chiefly in saying what 
should be done and how it should be done. 
The elevation of the saloon business has 
been considered merely as to the greatest 
amount of profit from the smallest amount 
of capital, and its influence in legislation 
has been directed toward the privilege of 
promoting drunkenness at the least ex- 
pense and trouble to the saloon interests, 
The change of front is, therefore, the 
more gratifying and the more cred'table 
to the influences that have made it pos- 
sible. 

The five gentlemen who have been se- 
lected to point out to the liquor dealers 
the responsibilities and duties of good citi-

THE NATION'S STANDING TIMBER. 

The annual consumption of timber in 
the United States is enormous. The pres- 
ent supply of standing timber will not 
long meet the demand, unless scientific 
methods of forestry are introduced. When 
an attempt is made to change these gen- 
eralities into something specific, to state, 
for instance, how much timber of suitable 
size for cutting there is in the United 
States, there are no statistics available. 
All estimates are guesses, and the highest 
differ from the lowest by more than 
eleven hundred billion board feet. The 
only thing certain is that the supply is 
growing smaller and the price is growing 
higher. 

This situation Is the stranger because 
all the machinery is at hand for~mak- 
ing an accurate estimate in such a way 
that the possible error will not exceed 10 
per cent, instead of 50 per cent as now. 
The United States government has in its 
employ men who are capable of super- 
intending this work. They are found in 
the census bureau and in the forest serv- 
ice. To assign them to this important 
duty, all that is needed is for congress to 
pass a resolution calling upon the proper 
departments for information and to au- 
tborize the necessary expense. 

‘Effective legislation must proceed from 
known facts. Legislation alone can save 
or replace the American forests. If tak- 
ing an accurate census of the standin; 
timber of the United States results in such 
a realization of the need of legislative ac- 
tion that congress takes the necessary 
steps to protect the many important com- 
mercial interests which are dependent upon 
the use of wood, it will be worth all that 
it costs. While arrangements are being 
made for the census of 1910, the census 
bureau and the forestry service can de- 
vise a plan for working in harmony at a 
minimum of expense and a maximum of 
efficiency. The Sixtieth congress in its 
frst session ought to authorize and order 
the preliminary work for the first accurate 
census of the nation’s standing timber. 
The United States is behind all other 
civilized nations in this ignorance of its 
own resources.. It ought to take account 
of stock and find where it stands. The 
danger of exhaustion may be nearer than 
believed, or the alarm may be ground- 
less, but it is reckless to proceed with- 
out knowledge of the situation. 


PASS THE DEEP WATERWAY BILL. 

The first real attempt to put into effect 
the much talked of deep waterway is 
in danger of being sidetracked by the IIIi- 
nois legislature. The measure, in general 
terms, provides for the passage of water 
from the drainage canal through Joliet; 
for a deep waterway from Lockport to 
Lake Joliet, two miles south of the city 
limits, and for a board of engineers ap- 
pointed by the governor to supervise the 
work. The bill is resting in a committee 
room of the senate, has not reached the 
house, and under legislative procedure 
could not be vitalized if adjournment 
comes en Saturday. If it is passed at this 
session, it is asserted the national govern- 
ment will build the deep waterway lock 
and make Joliet a lockport, and this federal 
action cannot be taken, unless the state 
and the sanitary district reach an agree 
ment as this bill provides. If it is not 
passed, no step toward the construction 
of a deep waterway can be taken for at 
least two years, and the machinery and 
men now on the ground to do the work 
must be dissipated. The commercial im- 
portance of the project obviously is far 
too great to permit the bill to be suffocated 
in committee without making a drastic 
effort fo save its life. It would require five 
actual days to pass the measure, yet it 
seems to be almost an act of public duty 
on the part of the governor and the legis- 
lature to prolong the session until it could 
be made a law.

IR GEORGE ARBUTHNOT’S arrest 
at Madras on a criminal charge in 
connection with the failure of his great 


offices and have been associated in the gov- 
ernment of that empire, in addition to which 
the banking house of the Arbuthnots was the 
principal British institutioh of the kind in 
Hindustan. | 

While it would be obviously unfair to pre- 
judge the case, the evidence against Sir 
George must be extremely strong, not only 
because bail has been refused but also by 
reason of the fact that in view of the vital 
necessity of maintaining at ite highest pitch 
the prestige of the white man in the eyes of 
the natives, the authorities in India are al- 
ways most reluctant to imprison an English- 
man, least of all a man bearing so distin- 
guished a name and who enjoyed such high 
rank in the Anglo-Indian community as Sir 
George. In most cases the white offender 
against the law is quietly shipped out of 
India. But in Sir George's case he has not 
only been held but debarred from admittance 
to bail.

The Arbuthnots, whose name is sometimes 
spelled with one t and sometimes with 
two, are descended from Osbert Olifard, the 
crusader, who on his return from the Holy 
Land received from King William the Lion 
the grant of the ancient Scotch thanage of 
Aberbuthnot. In the twelfth century the 
family adopted the surname of Aberbuthnot, 
from the lands of the thanage, and in the 
year 1282 Hugh, the chief of the family, 
whose surname by that time had been cor- 
rupted into Arbuthnot, according to contem-, 
porary recorde still in existence, granted a 
charter to the monastery of Arbroath. The 
Arbuthnots ranked as barons throughout the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth cen- 
turies; but it was not until the reign of King. 
Charles I. that a patent of peerage was 
gramted by that Ill fated monarch to Sir Rob- 
ert Arbuthnot in recognition of his devotion 
to his sovereign. The present chief of the 
family is Viscount Arbuthnot, who still holds 
the lands of Arbuthnot, in Kincardineshire, 
conferred upon his crusader ancestor by 
Wilham the Lion: 

Sir George Arbuthnot, who is indebted for 
the handle to his name to a knighthood con- 
ferred upon him about six years ago, belongs 
to a younger branch of the family, at the 
head of which is Sir Robert Arbuthnot, a 
captain in the royal navy, and who holdsa 
baronetcy, conferred upon his great-grand- 
father, who was lord provost of Edinburgh, 
on the occasion of King George IV.’s mem- 
orable visit to the Scottish capital in 1822. 
Another distinguished member of the family 
is Sir Alexander Arbuthnot, who is chan- 
cellor of the University of Calcutta and a 
member of the council of India; while among 
the families to which the Arbuthnots are re- 
lated are those of Lord Dudley, Lord Cork, 
Lord Southesk, Lord Airlie, and Lord Gough. 
In fact, Sir George Arbuthnot, now in jail, 
is a grandson of Field Marshal Viscount 
Gough, one of those great military com- 
manders to whom England is so greatly in- 
debted for the possession of her huge oriental 
empire.

It ig not Count Louis Szechenyi who is 
about to become counselor of the Austrian 
embassy at Paris, but his cousin, Count 
Dionys Szechenyi, who has until now filled 
a similar office at Berlin, where both he and 
his wife, a member of the princely and ducal 
house of Caraman-Chimay, were most popu- 
lar. Count Louis, who was until quite re- 
cently counselor of the Austrian embassy 
at Washington, is now in London, acting as 
charge d' affaires there during the absence on 
the continent of the ambassador, Count Al- 
bert Mensdorff. 

The Szechenyis are one of the oldest fam- 
llies of Hungary, who received their title of 
count some three hundred years or more ago, 
and whose name may be found on almost 
every page of Magyar history. Among the 
most celebrated was that Count Nicholas 
Szechenyi who was the companion in arms 
of the patriot Zrinyi, whose fate has been 
made the theme of one of Koerner’s most 
famous tragedies. Another member of the 
Szechenyi family, holding the rank of arch- 
bishop, was the mediator in bringing about 
that peace between Emperor Ferdinand and 
Rakoczy by means of which the latter was 
recognized as legitimate prince of Transyl- 
vania. 

To Count Stephen Szechenyi belongs the 
credit of having initiated the use of the 
Magyar language, instead of Latin, for offi- 
cial communications and in society. Another 
member of the Szechenyi family endowed 
Hungary with a conservatory of music and 
founded the Danube Steamship company; 
while still another was the creator of the 
National theater and of the National museum 
at Pesth. In fact, there are few families 
to whom the Hungarian nation is more deeply 
indebted than that of Count Szechenyi. 
Count Andor Szechenyl was the hero some 
years ago of a marooning adventure on an 
island of the Pacific ocean, and achieved 
much fame as an explorer in central Asia, 
after being driven in expatriation by a sen- 
sational duel in which he had the misfortune 
to kill his adversary.

Another interesting member of this family 
is Count Edmund Szechenyi, who makes his 
home at Constantinople, where he is at the 
head of the sultan’s fire department, with 
the rank of general in the Ottoman army 
and principal aid de camp to the padishah. 
He first achieved prominence by navigating 
a little yacht of his own up the Danube, and 
through the Main, Rhine, Marne, and Seine, 
to Paris, which he reached in time for the 
international exhibition of 1867. Both Na- 
poleon III. and Eugénie frequently visited 
him on board his pretty boat as it lay moored 
off the quai des Invalides. Subsequently he 
undertook a prolonged tour through the 
United States for the purpose of studying 
the various means of quenching fires used 
in this country; then spent a year in London 
as a volunteer fireman under the orders of 
Capt. Sir Eyre Shaw, then chief of the Lon- 
don fire brigade; and subsequently organized 
and equipped the efficient fire department at 
Constantinople which alone prevents Stam- 
boul from being periodically destroyed by 
fire. 

His daughter, Countess Wanda Szechenyi, 
is married to one of the Armenian Princes 
Dadian, who is a member of the sultan’s 
household, and the countess is one of the 
closest friends and companions of the daugh- 
ters of Abdul Hamid. Count Edmund's son 
Andrew was formerly married to a Russian, 
who since her divorce has been forbidden to 
make use of the name and title of Countess 
Szechenyl in Austria and in Hungary, and 
who, while retaining it in other countries, 
figures on the operatic stage in the dominions 
of Emperor Francis Joseph as Elena Sarvar. 

Both King Edward and his; government 
view with a certain amount of alarm and dis- 
approval the arrangements which have been 
made in England to commemorate the fiftieth 
anniversary of the terrible rebellion which 
just half a century ago broke out in India, 
resulting in the extermination of a large pro- 
portion of the white population, and nearly 
in the ending of the British rule over Hin- 
dustan. 

Edward VII. and his ministers feel that 
just at the present moment, when every 
mail from the orient brings alarming stories 
of the growing unrest of the natives of India, 
and of their manifestations of animosity to- 
wards everything English, it would be not 
merely impolitic but downright dangerous to 
add to their bitterness by recalling through 
celebrations the mutiny of 1857 and the man- 
ner in which it was suppressed. Owing to 
this, the war department has declined to 
sanction the proposed representation of the 
siege of Delhi in 1857 at the annual nava! 
and military tournament which takes place 
at the Olympia a fortnight hence. In fact, 
the only thing that King Edward will allow 
to commemorate the mutiny is that all the 
surviving Officers who took part in its sup- 
pression attend together one of the next 
levees and pass before him. The survivors 
will include no less than four field marshals, 
namely: Lord Wolseley, Lord Roberts, sir 
Evelyn Wood, and Sir George White.

“city beautiful’ in Washington. Asa step 
to this end he appointed the other day a 
body known as the “ president’s home com- 
mission,” which he has charged with the 
duty of improving housing conditions in the 
District of Columbia. A report will be made 
public by the president tomorrow showing 
the disgraceful conditions which exist in the 
capital. This report has been submitted by 
James B. Reynolds, one of the president's 
special investigators, who is known in Ohl. 
cago for the part he played in the cleaning 
up of Packingtown. : 

Mr. Reynolds’ report is a confirmation 0! 
the conditions found here several years ago 
by Jacob Riis, the New York reformer, who 
said that the slume of Washington were fa: 
filthier than those of New York. Indeed, 
within a couple of blocks of the White house 
there are alleys which lead to hovels abso- 
lutely unfit for human habitation. 

In various sections of the city, notably to 
the south of the capitol, where the lesisla- 


tors hold their sessions, whites and negroes 
are huddled in houses which are insanitary 


and responsible for the poor physical condi- 
tion of those who live in them. There is 
a canal in the southeastern section the wa 
ter of which is almost stagnant and covered 
with sewage which gives out an evil smell 
and unquestionably is responsible for ma- 
larial and other fevers. 


— 

What Roosevelt Has Done. 

It is intended to make this report public in 
order to interest the people in the president's 
campaign to make Washington a model for 
the rest of the country. The president re- 
peatedly has expressed in his annual més- 
sages and addresses his anxiety to have 
Washington a worthy capital of the great 
United States. He has succeeded in get- 
ting legislation authorizing the closing of 
certain alleys, reported to be in a disgrace- 
ful condition; creating a board for the con- 
demnation of insanitary buildings; ‘requiring 
the erection of fire escapes on any building 
three or more stories in height used as a tene- 
ment house, apartment house, hospital, 
school, place of amusement, etc.; and in es- 
tablishing a juvenile court. 

He has upheld the courts in forbidding the 
emission of dense black or gray smoke in 
the city and he is now asking that the law 
be strengthened so as to preserve the capi- 
tal city from defacement by the smoke nui- 
sance. He secured a pure food law for the 
District of Columbia in advance of the gen- 
eral pure food act. He has directed the 
bureau of corporations to make an investi- 
gation ‘of the public service corporations of 
the district with a view to establishing wheth- 
er these corporations meet their obligations 
to the people, and if they do not, as all 
Washingtonians assert, he proposes to ad- 
vocate remedial legislation. 

Finding that congress had no power to 
authorize the national regulation of the oper- 
ations of life insurance companies, the pres!- 
dent submitted the draft of a bill for the 
regulation of insurance in the District of 
Columbia, intending that it should serve as 
a model for the states. 


2 
Works for Many Reforms. 

This also was the intention of the recom- 
mendation for a drastic and thoroughgoing 
child labor law and for an employers’ lia- 
bility law. The president was much con- 
cerned some months ago by information he 
received showing that usury was practiced 
by the so-called loan associations in the 
district and he referred the matter to the 
attorney general with a view to securing 
a remedy and later brought it to the attention 
of congress. Moreover, it was by the presi- 
dent’s direction that the prosecution of the 
ice trust was begun here last summer, and 
while not much progress has been made in 
the case he is taking a keen interest in it 
and proposes to secure a judgment one way 
or the other. N 

In his next annual message the president 
will speak again of the necessity of legisla- 
tion for the betterment of conditions here, 
not only of a social but of an economic char- 
acter. The president believes if the coun- 
try has a model city in its capital municipal 
pride elsewhere will'be aroused and that 
steps will be taken in other cities to eradi- 
cate evils which are harmful to residents 
and prevent the development of that strong 
type of Americans which he wants the coun- 
try to repossess. Through having model 
laws on child labor, divorce, etc., which 
cannot be dealt with under the constitution 
by the federal government, he hopes to 
cause the states to enact like laws and thus 
attain that uniformity in legislation which 
otherwise would be impossible. 
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Wants Better Buildings. 


The president's home commission,“ which 
was organized the other day, was created in 
accordance with a recommendation made by 
Mr. Reynolds in a preliminary report. It is 
true tHat a great deal has been accomplished 
in recent years in improving conditions in 
the district, and more than 360 insanitary 
buildings have been either torn down or made 
sanitary since the first of last July. A com- 
mittee of experts is now revising the building 
regulations with a view to insuring the erec- 
tion of structures in the future which will be 
sanitary and which will not mar the artistic 
side of the capital city. This is regarded as 
most important, for the reason that huge ap- 
propriations have been made in the past for 
the erection of government offices which rep- 
resent the highest type of American art. 

It is intended shortly to begin the construc- 
tion of a handsome building for the bureau of 
American republics, and it is hoped that at 
the next session of congress authority will 
be granted for the construction of two build- 
ings, one for the department of state and 
one for the department of justice. In addi- 
tion congress makes large appropriations for 
the upkeep of parks, which the president re- 
gards with especial favor, because of their 
influence upon the health of the people and 
the part they play in beautifying the city.

ON LODGING EVILS. 


Dr. Evans of Health Department and 
Building Commissioner Downey 
Prepare to Act Against 
Present Conditions. 


Health Commissioner W. A. Evans and 
Building Commissioner Downey prepared 
yesterday to wrestle with the demands of 
the city lodging house problem, with a view 
to cleaning up the dark, disease breeding 
institutions where the state inspectors leave 


off. 

Chief Inspector Utesch of the state board of 
health, who condemned the New York lodg- 
ing house at 98 West Madison street, Tues- 
day, and ordered many improvements in 
other places, sent a letter to Dr. Evans ask- 
ing that the city authorities cosperate more 
fully with the state, and suggesting where 
the line of demarcation must be drawn under 
the present laws. 

Commissioner Evans said he was not ready 
to announce his policy, as there were one 
or two other reforms on hand which de- 
manded immediate attention, but he ap- 
peared to view Inspector Utesch's plan with 
favor and said that stringent steps would 
be taken in the near future. 


~ 
Downey Promises Aid. 


Building Commissioner Downey said he 
would be glad to lend his codperation to the 
health department. He said he would take 
action on the New York house, where there 
is a total lack of fire escapes, as soon as 
the case was brought formally to his at- 
tention. 

The state law, as it is supposed to be en- 
forced by the five fodging house inspectors 
traveling out of the local office under In- 
spector Utesch, provides: 

That each lodger shall have 400 cubic feet of 
air space. 

That the beds shall be two feet apart. 

The lodging house law as it stand unen- 
forced in the city health ordinance today car- 
ries these provisions: 

i Rooms shall not be crowded so as to cause any 
danger or detriment to health. 

Adequate toilet and wash rooms shall be pro- 
vided and the same shall be kept in a clean and 
wholesome condition. 

Every lodging house shall be kept in good repair 
and free from any accumulations of dirt or filth, 

All rooms, passages, stairs, floors, windows, 
walls, ceilings, cesspools, and drains shall be 
cleansed by the owner to the satisfaction of the 
commissioner of health. 

Immediate notice must be given to the depart- 
ment of health whenever any lodger is found with 
an infectious disease, and the house shall be 
cleansed and disinfected immediately as the 
commissioner of health may deem necessary. 

There shall be proper ventilation in the roof 
and for each room through transoms leading to 
fresh air.

The reasons given are lack of harmony 
with ‘certain elements in the board of direc- 
tors. It seems apparent that within the 
last year there has come in the board a new 
A great deal of stock has been 
bought by a small coterie of New York capi- 
talists and the buying of that crowd has 
been so large as to render it able to exer- 
cise a great deal of influence in the conduct 
of the affairs of the company. 

While it is true that Mr. Gfeen has dis- 
agreed with most of the old biscuit people 
who were originally with the Nationa! Bis- 
cuit company and many of whom have since 
opened plants in opposition to the compa- 
ny, still the National company, under Mr. 
Green’s direction, has maintained its divi- 
dend rate on the preferred and made some 
extra payments on the common.
